The present invention relates to a portable multi-display apparatus. It has a 
technical feature of a framework provided at one side with a screen joint 
portion wherein one side of the display which is individually installed at multiple 
points of the adjacent panel housing, allows a display to be mounted firmly onto 
the panel housing. 

Dl: Discloses a portable display device including a main body, an extension 
portion connected to the main body such that the extension portion can be folded 
over and spread apart. 

D2: Discloses an LCD device which includes an LC panel having a display area, 
a light source joined with the LC panel, a mounting frame coupled to a surface of 
the light unit and sides of the LC panel, a casing frame, and a fastening element 
joining together the mounting frame and the outer casing frame through the 
sides of the mounting frame and the outer casing frame. 

Dl discloses a technical means wherein a multi-display apparatus by an 
extension structure is folded over or spread apart. D2 discloses a technical 
component wherein an LCD device is installed in a mounting frame, including a 
LC panel. However, they do not disclose a technical component about the 
framework being provided on one side with a screen joint portion, which is a 
technical feature of the present invention. 

The invention, according to Claims 1-20, is therefore considered to be new, to 
involve an inventive step and to be industrially applicable.
